a. Obtain ibrwal concurrence fros* AX and State Department 
representatives for us to furnish then too service that is now 
being rendered by toe Public Printer through us® of the CPC-itato 
Service plant. 

b. Hart with the Public Printer to obtain his concurrence 

or disapproval regarding his releasing the machinery and the nco le 
to toe Agency for the Agency assumption of the function. 

c. If the Public Printer concurs, present toe natter to the 
Joint OofflEsdttse on Printing for tosir policy concurrence. 

d. If toe Public Printer disapproves, present the matter to 

the Joint Cosnitte© on Printing for the Committee’s study and decision. 

2« The Joint Committee staff is believed to be in favor of this con- 
solidation and operation of toe confined facility by the Agency. However, 
whichever direction toe matter raay take, it will be necessary for toe. to 
poll the full Committee, which can be done while Congress is in or out of 
session. 


3. In view of the over-all Oovemsont economies, toe better mnageiaent 
control of toe Agency’s printing facilities, and the; better equipment utilisa- 
tion that will be effected if the consolidation is made, and in view of over- 
all security factors, it is recommended that I bo vested with toe authority 
to pursue this mb tar and to make decisions for the Agency as requires,, for 
early resolution.
